Strutting, q uarreling, gobbling, led 
by a boy and herded like a drove of 
fteers, a flock of 1,100 turkeys was re­ 
cently driven twenty-five miles over 
the old cattle trail from San Saha, 
Tex., to Lora eta, Tex., on the Houston 
and Texas Central railroad, says a 
San Antonio special dispatch to the 
S t I/m is Republic. 
It was a novel experiment, and few 
persons had faith 
In 
the outcome. 
Stockmen ridiculed the idea, and the 
cowboy whose reassuring “Suit, suh, 
sub!” to the tram ping herd ahead of 
him has many times made music on 
the old Lometa trail had but a sneer 
for the undertaking. 
But the feat was accomplished with 
a success that even the luckiest cow­ 
boy has never had with a herd of such 
proportions, for at the end of the sec­ 
ond day the whole noi*y flock, with 
the loss of but two birds, followed the 
leader into the pen that had been pre­ 
pared for them in Lometa. 
The man who found this new use for 
the old cattie trail is O. D. Kirkpatrick. 
Fo r weeks he had beeu bringing tur­ 
keys into San Saba from farms for 
miles around until his turkey corral 
held over 1,100 fowls. 
He prepart>d for the undertaking as 
though he were going to drive an im­ 
mense bunch of unruly Longhorn cat­ 
tle. He rigged up the usual "trail out­ 
fit” and employed the req uisite num­ 
ber of that new character of the trail, 
the “turkey boy.” When all was ready 
he opened the gate of the turkey co rral 
H alf of the town of San Saba was on 
hand to see the start. 
In an endless stream the turkeys 
poured out of the inclosure right into 
the dusty old cattle trail. 
Puffing, 
strutting and pirouetting, they saun­ 
tered along at their own ga it Nothing 
could hurry them. 
For a q uarter of a 
mile they stretched out over the trail 
1,100 of them—led by a turkey boy hir­ 
ed to gobble. 
Twenty-five miles the trail winds 
around hills, stretches over plains and 
meanders through the dry beds of 
creeks and across tbe Colorado river to 
Lometa. 
The high bridge over the 
Colorado was the critical po int 
It 
was feared that there the flock would 
balk, stampede, gobble and scamper 
off into the thicket that lines the bank 
of the river. 
And so, as the critical point was ap 
proached, the gobble boy in the lead 
put up his most seductive gobble, but 
the flock bad already spied the high 
bridge. 
The 
leaders 
were 
excited 
They incr<>ased their speed, and in a 
few minutes the whole herd was run­ 
ning, scrambling and jostling past the 
gobble boy to get upon the bridge. 
So 
impetuous was the movement that two 
birds were pushed over the railing. 
One flew to the opposite bank, while 
the other landed in midstream and 
swam to the nearest shore, where a 
farm er grabbed it and carried it Lome. 
The other bird was never seen again 
At night this strange flock of the 
trail was bedded and guarded just like 
a herd of cattle, and at the close of 
the second day the whole drove, safe 
and sound, followed the gobble boy in­ 
to the pen at Lometa. 
And thus two new callings have been 
ushered In—“turkey boy” and “gobble 
boy”—and likewise a new profitable 
use of the old cattle trail, for the east 
era markets are taking all of the sage 
and sunflower seed fed turkeys that 
Texas can deliver at a fair price a 
pound on the hoof or, more correctly 
speaking, In the feather.

In order to permit him 
to make the connections the Alton 
limited, on which he was a passenger, 
stopped at Brighton Park, where he 
caught the east-bound Baltimore and 
Ohio train leaving here at 5 p. m. W. 
Scottl Cowen accompanies the former 
governor on his trip to the national 
capital. 
Friends from the eleventh, tw elfth 
and 
thirteenth 
districts, together 
w ith a scattering contingent from the 
tenth (outside of Chicago,) fourteenth 
and fifteenth districts, met at the 
headquarters engaged at the Great 
Northern Hotel, and in the absence of 
the principal heard reports from vari­ 
ous counties and informally discussed 
the situation. 
Tne im portant development of the 
day forming a climax to the several 
conferences of the week, was the prac­ 
tical decision by the Y ates leaders to 
force a statem ent as to the position 
the Cook County organization will as­ 
sume In connection with the senator- 
ship as a preliminary to any announce 
m entby Mr. Yates as to whether he 
will be a candidate against Senator 
Oullom.

In 1879 
h e erected a fine dwelling, costing 
about 11,800.

TO CUT OUT BRUTALITY 


Footba ll Rules Committee Is to Modi­ 
fy the Ga me, 


Ph iladelph ia Pa , Dec 
11.—Proba- 
biy th e most important meeting ever 
h eld by th e football rules committee 
began h ere Saturday nigh t with a full 
attendance of th e committee. Owing 
to th e popular feeling against rcutfh 
ness 
wh ich 
h as ch aracterized th e 
game, it is expected th is meeting will 
result in some radical ch anges in tbe 
rules- 
Th e recent declaration th at Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt is in favor of a clean 
game and will exert considerable in­ 
fluence with th e committee. 
Th is 
was indicated by a resolution adopted 
late tonigh t in wh ich it was stated 
"th iscommittee is in ravor of action 
leading toward th e opening of th e 
game and th e lessening of brutality ; 
placing of officials in a central body 
and rendering an evasion of rules un 
profitable. ” 


WILL CUT OUT ROUGHNESS 
Th is resolution was adopted after 
th e reading of suggestions offered by 
Joh n C. Bell, representing th e Uni 
versity of Pennsy lvania. 
Th e sug 
gestions wh ich were th e only ones of­ 
fered during tonigh t’s session, pro­ 
posed a more open game by strength ­ 
ening th e center and weakening th e 
ends of th e line. Th ey were as fol­ 
lows: 
First—Rules sh ould distinguish be­ 
tween 
unnecessary 
rough ness and 
brutality . Th e latter, viz: "brutality ” 
sh ould include "slugging” and "kneel­ 
ing ” Th e penalty for th ese offenses 
sh ould h e disq ualification of th e guilt 
play er until th e end of th e h alf, no 
substitute being permitted to take h is 
place: two such disq ualifications in 
th e season to operate as a bar to such 
play ers to furth er participation In any 
inter collegiate games during th e sea­ 
son. "Unnecessary rough ness” sh ould 
include th e use of "straigh t arms,” 
and elbow on th e defence; "piling up” 
and oth er acts of a similar ch aracter. 


NEW RULES ARE SEVERE. 
Second—To bring more open play 
th e following ch anges are recommend­ 
ed: 
Forward 
passing 
permtssable 
baok of th e line of scrimmage. On 
th e defense th ere sh all not be more 
th an six play ers on th e line of scrim­ 
mage; of play ers back of th e line of 
scrimmage th ree of th em must be at 
least five y ards back of th e line of 
scrimmage, If with in five y ards th ere­ 
of, must be Inside of th e position of 
th e two play ers on th e ends of tbe 
line of fcrimmage. 
On tbe offense side h aving th e ball 
must gain ten y ards on th ree downs or 
forfeit tbe game to th e oth er side. 
Th ere sh ould be an official board of 
umpires and referees ch cseo in ad­ 
vance of th e football season and as­ 
signed to th e respective games by some 
duly constituted auth ority . 
Minneapolis, Dec. 6 .—Dr. Williams, 
coach of th e famous Minneapolis foot, 
ball team suggests as a solution of th e 
football problem, with out materially 
ch anging th e game as now play ed th e 
following: 
"Wh en a play er is unnecessarily 
rough disq ualify h im and award two 
points to th e oth er side. If th e same 
man isdisq ualfied asecondtime in th e 
same season, award two points to th e 
opponents as before and bar th e of­ 
fending play er from football for a full 
y ear from th e date of th e second of­ 
fense.”

H uttlelie 1<1k N ea r A tla n ta . 
A m ovem ent Is on foot to incorporate 
the battlefields around A tlanta, w here 
fell so m any brave soldiers of the con­ 
federacy , and w here expired so m any 
gallant men of the Union, into a nation­ 
al m ilitary park , say s a special dispatch 
from A tlanta to the St. Louis Republic. 
A bill has been introduced in con­ 
gress ask ing for legislation and carry ­ 
ing an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the purchase of the property , which in­ 
cludes the three battlefields around the 
city —tha t o| Peachtree creek , fought 
July 20, 1804; that of A tlanta, fought 
July 22, and tha t of E zra church, fought 
July 28. 
It is proposed not only to 
m ak e park s out of the old fields, but 
to build boulevards connecting all the 
fields. 
The im provem ents on the b at­ 
tlefields will be sim ilar to those m ade 
on the fields of M anassas, Shiloh, Get­ 
ty sburg, V ick sburg and Chiek am auga. 
Since the battles around A tlanta were 
am ong the most Im portant of the mili­ 
tary operations during the w ar, it 
would seem natural that these fields 
should be next in order for considera­ 
tion. 
The battle of A tlanta w as fought 
near w hat is now E ast A tlanta, in De- 
K alb county . 
W ith that b attle the 
cam paign practically ended. The casu­ 
alties in the battle 011 both sides w ere 
104,000 
men 
k illed, 
captured 
and 
wounded. 
TJbe battle determ ined the 
tail of the city of A tlanta on Sept. 2, 
1864, which later enabled General Sher­ 
man and General ty rant to unite their 
forces after the fall of F ort Fisher. 
These events led up to the surrender 
of General Lee and settled the fate of 
the confederacy . 
M ilitary operations around A tlanta 
m ak e the fields w orthy of being pre­ 
served as a m atter of historic Interest. 
It Is the plan of those behind the 
m ovem ent to have the three fields con­ 
nected by a great drivew ay . 
The 
drivew ay will probably pass through 
W est End, Lak eview, Fort M cPherson, 
G rant park . E ast A tlanta. Inm an park , 
Ponce do Leon park , Piedm ont park , 
and thence to Peachtree park , finally 
ending a t Ezra church. The boulevard 
would run along the lines of m ilitary 
operations w ithout deviation. All along 
the boulevard would be poluts of mili­ 
ta ry and historical interest. 
M embers of the G rand Arm y of the 
Republic In Georgia have lent their sup­ 
port to the m ovem ent and are no less 
enthusiastic about the proposed park 
than the confederate veterans.
